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Sir: 

Applicants are in receipt of the Notice of Allowance, mailed May 3, 2004 for the 
above identified patent application, and respectfully request entry of the following remarks. 

In her statement of reasons for allowance, the Examiner articulated reasons why 
Applicants' claims are not obvious over the respective combinations of Hill (U.S. Patent No. 
5,534,312) in view of Yundt (U.S. Patent No. 4,199,649), and Hill in view of Lin (U.S. Patent 
No. 5,348,775). While not disagreeing with the Examiner's reasoning. Applicants wish to 
add the following comments. 

First, the Examiner references the films of Yundt as having a "microstructure [that] 
reads on the claimed mesomorphous film". Applicants are of the view that there are 
sufficient differences between their claimed methods and the combined disclosures of Yundt 
and Hill that it is not necessary to evaluate whether or not the films of Yundt are 
mesomorphous. 

Second, the Examiner has referred to "photosensitive processing discussed in Ex. 2 or 
8 [of Yundt]" as not creating any byproducts of the type claimed by Applicants. Although 
Applicants see no reference to "photosensitive processing" in the cited examples of Yundt, 
Applicants see no teachings elsewhere in Yundt in which photochemical reactions create any 
of Applicants' claimed byproducts. 
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Finally, the Examiner states that Applicants characterize Lin as disclosing a 
mesomorphic solution. However, as described in the Amendment and Response mailed 
March 24, 2004, (Paper No. 12), Applicants do not view Lin as disclosing a mesomorphous 
solution, but instead a micellar solution. In other respects, Applicants agree with the 
Examiner's summary of reasons why Applicants' claims are distinguishable from the 
combination of Hill and Lin.
